blamed crime in America 
on the Vietnam war What 
he does want to do, one 
gathers from his rather 
vague references to the 
subject,

to

Washington instruct the cop 
on the beat how to stop 
crime 
As he put it, to 
"strengthen the capability 
of the police ' 
Actually, the police are 
pretty capable as they are. 
Sure, we need more capable 
police even as we need more 
capable 
presidential 
candidates But the problem 
isn’t so much the police. 
Commissioner 
Patrick 
Murphy of New York City 
gave a resonant speech on 
the subject last winter. He 
was addressing the Bar 
Association of the City of 
New York and he used very 
direct language He said: 
"This court system is in 
bankruptcy. 
It 
simply 
doesn't work You all know 
this, I am not telling you 
anything new." The courts, 
he continued, must bear 
"the giant share of the 
blame for the increase in 
crime.’’ 
Commissioner 
Murphy 
ran his fingers over the ugly 
profile ... “ In 1960 the New 
York 
City 
Police 
Department 
made 
35,629 
felony arrests Last year we 
made 94,042 felony arrests. 
Exactlv 552 of them went to 
trial, 552 out of 94,000 " 
What happened to all the 
others? "The rest of them 
were quotes, disposed of. 
Disposed 
of 
means 
dismissed outright, reduced 
to misdemeanors via plea 
bargaining, 
reduced 
to 
much lesser felonies via 
plea-bargaining." And so 
on 
Now why has the court 
system broken down? In 
part to be sure, because in 
our licentious age. there are 
more 
lawbreakers 
than 
ever. But there is also less 
punishment than ever, and 
the reason for this is that 
the Supreme Court under 
Earl 
Warren, 
by 
the 
narrowest 
margin, 
bequeathed 
us 
with 
interpretations of the 4th, 
5th. and 14th amendments 
which positively leer at law 
enforcement. 
Even 
so 
friendly an observer of the 
Supreme Court as the New 
York Times’ Fred Graham, 
acknowledges 
the 
correlation 
between 
the 
critical 
Warren 
Court 
decisions, and skyrocketing 
crime 
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Recently in California the 
police 
homed 
in 
on 
a 
suspected dope peddler, and 
kept 
his 
honse 
under 
surveillance. An due course 
the woman of the house 
threw out her trash, which 
was picked up by a truck 
The police stopped the 
truck, inspected the trash 
and found there narcotics 
debris 
— 
half smoked 
marijuana cigarettes, etc., 
etc They arrested the guy, 
he moved to suppress the 
evidence and, you guessed 
it, following one of the 
Warren decisions «Mapp v. 
Ohio), the California courts 
ordered the case dismissed. 
Because 
searching 
the 
discarded trash without a 
warrant was a violation of 
the 
dope 
peddler’s 
5th 
Amendment rights. 
Now that case is being 
appealed by the State of 
California to the Supreme 
Court, which has granted 
certiorari 
(Calif,

Krivda). I’d like to know: 
how 
does 
Candidate 
McGovern stand on

issues? Richard Nixon has 
certainly not stopped crime 
in America, but he has sent 
to the Supreme Court two 
realists who will almost 
certainly vote in a direction

Why is it that I somettrues 
yet t r a p p e d in quick ex- 
chauyes at the net? 


Most players get trapped 
because they are standing up 
straight with the weight on 
their heels T h e y are an­ 
chored in position 


Or they take too big a 
swing at the volley 
Before 
they can 
stop the lollow- 
through, the ball has come 
right back to them belore 
they have time to prepare. 
Always b r i n g the racket 
back to the ready position 
after you have completed 
any stroke including the vol­ 
ley

Another reason some play­ 
ers get trap|H*d is that they 
stand at the net with Ihe 
racket head parallel to the 


ground and below the top
